DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

This action is responsive to the amendment received on June 6, 2005. Claims 1- 
19 were pending. 

Claims 1-3, 6-12, and 15-19 are allowed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with John R. Pivnichny, registration #43,001 on August 31, 2005. 

The application had been amended as follows: 

CLAIMS 

1 . A method of indicating input field status in a web page, comprising the steps of: 
running a browser at a client; displaying with said browser a plurality of first input fields 
in a web page, at said client; displaying with said browser a second input field for use as 
a status indicator, in said web page, said second input field positioned adjacent one of 
said first input fields; an4 running a script at said client to interpret an input from a first 
input field other than said one of said first input fields and in response thereto altering 
said second input field to indicate a status of said one of said first input fields r; wherein 
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said first input fields are HTML input fields: and wherein said second input field is an 
HTML input field.

10. A system for indicating input field status in a web page, comprising: a client 
processor adapted for running a browser; means for displaying with said browser a 
plurality of first input fields in a web page, at said client processor; means for displaying 
with said browser a second input field for use as a status indicator, in said web page, 
said second input field positioned adjacent one of said first input fields; and means for 
running a script at said client to interpret an input from a first input field other than said 
one of said first input fields and in response thereto altering said second input field to 
indicate a status of said one of said first input fieldsr : wherein said first input fields are 
HTML input fields: and wherein said second input field is an HTML input field.

17. The method system of claim 10, further comprising means for displaying with 
said browser a plurality of second input fields in said web page, each said second input 
field positioned adjacent a corresponding one of said first input fields and means for 
running said script at said client to interpret an input from a first input field other than 
any of said corresponding one of said first input fields and in response thereto altering 
said plurality of said second input fields. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach neither singly nor in combination, the claimed 
limitations of "displaying with said browser a plurality of first input fields in a web page, 
at said client; displaying with said browser a second input field for use as a status 
indicator, in said web page, said second input field positioned adjacent one of said first 
input fields; running a script at said client to interpret an input from a first input field 
other than said one of said first input fields and in response thereto altering said second 
input field to indicate a status of said one of said first input fields; wherein said first input 
fields are HTML input fields; and wherein said second input field is an HTML input field." 
as stated in claims 1,10, and 19. A review of claims 1-3, 6-12, and 15-19, in view of the 
examiner's amendments above, indicates that claims 1-3, 6-12, and 15-19 are allowable 
over the prior art of record.
